My  Lord, 

TH  E  general  Decay  and  Contempt  of  Pro¬ 
bity  and  Piety  in  this  Nation  and  City; 
and  the  apparent  Danger  we  are  in  with  relpeCi 
to  that  dreadful  Plague  with  which  our  neigh¬ 
bouring  Nation  is  now  vifited,  gave  the  fit  ft 
Birth  to  thefe  Sheets.  And  if  they  are  but  ufe- 
fui  either  to  awaken  the  Secure,  to  inform  the 
Ignorant,  to  reform  the  Impenitent,  or  com¬ 
fort  them  that  tremble  at  God’s  judgments, 

I  have  my  Aim. 

TH  E  prudent  Care  of  our  Government  in 
ufing  all  neceffary  Precautions  to  prevent  the  In¬ 
fection  among  us,  is  certainly  a  very  commen-  * 
dable  and  generous  Undertaking.  Notwith- 
ftanding  we  muft  always  have  a  vigorous  Re- 
courle  to  the  divine  Protection  and  Goodnels  ; 
and  allb  a  lincere  Dependance  upon  him  who  is 
the  lble  Lord  of  Life  and  Death,  and  fupreme 
Dilpofer  of  all  Caules  and  Events  whatlbever. 

I N  order  to  prevail  with  God  to  avert  his 
dreadful  Judgments  from  us,  I  have  endeavour¬ 
ed  boldly  to  rebuke  Vice  and  Immorality ,  which 
abound  among  us,  as  became  a  Servant  of  the 
Holy  Jefus  \  to  awaken  Sinners,  and  convince 

them 
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them  of  thole  Iniquities,  which  may  delerved- 
]y  draw  down  the  Wrath  of  Heaven  upon  this 
Nation. 

A  N .  Attempt  of  this  kind,  how  acceptable 
foever  it  may  be  to  the  Beft,  will  doubtlefe 
meet  with  Oppofition  from  the  Worft  *,  who  like 
G  A  L  L  1 0,  care  for  none  of  thofe  things.

Lordship’s  Patronage  y  becaule  Your 
Loldshi?  has  ever  been  an  Encourager  of 
Piety  and  true  Religion ,  moft  conlpicuous  for 
lingular  Prudence  and  exemplary  Life,  for  many 
Afisof  Charity ,  Liberality ,  and  Goodnefs,  and  an 
impartial  Adminiftrator  of  Equity  and  Juftke

S  the  Trefervation  and  Salvation 
of  Mankind  is  the  Principal  De- 
fign  and  Pleafure  of  Almighty 
God,  fo  nothing  is  more  grie¬ 
vous  to  him  than  their  Mifery 
and  DeftruBion :  Therefore  Judgment  is  faid  if. 
to  be  bis  firange  Work*  This  appears  in  his 
tranfadimg  with  the  firft  Man,  whom  he 
endued  with  Grace  fufficient  to  refift  the 
Temptation,  promifed  him  temporal  and  e- 
ternal  Happinefs,  and  ft ve rely  threatned  him 
in  cafe  of  Difobedience :  But  upon  his  Fall 
our  compalfionate  Creator  immediately  pro¬ 
vided  a  Redeemer.  And  likewife  in  his  DIP* 
penfations  with  the  Old  World ,  for  he  gave 
it  feveral  Warnings  of  it#  approaching  Over¬ 
throw,  and  was  very  m  f  illing  to  deftroy  it

in  tliat  fearful  manner :  ’Twas  after  many  re¬ 
peated  Provocations  that  he  laid,  my  Sfirii 
,  (hall  not  always  firive  with  Men. 

In  which  Words ,  a  molt  rerrible  Threat - 
ning  of  *  Divine  Vengeance  is  cxprefs’d  a- 
gainft  the  Antediluvians  ;  and  by  God^s 
Bleding  they  may  do  much  Good  to  the  fe- 
cure,  impenirent,  and  obftinate  Sinners  of 
'  this  Age,  as  they  were  firft  uttered  for  the 
Conviction  and  Conveifion  of  that  impious 
and  prophane  Generation  before  the  Flood  : 
For  that  was  (and  this  feems  to  be)  fo  fe- 
cure  in  Sin,  that  nothing  lefs  than  the  loud 
Sounding  Trumpet  of  Wrath  to  come  could 
awaken  it, 

I  fhali  therefore  from  them  fiiew  you*  what 
a  Gracious,  Lor.g-f offer  ing  and  Merciful  God 
our  Heavenly  Father  is ;  tor  he  drives  long 
with  a  wicked  People  before  he  takes  Ven¬ 
geance  of  them :  He  bears  with  a  wretched 
Sinner  a  confide rable  lime  before  he  ftrikes 
home. 

zdly ,  1  fhali  fiiew,  that  God  will  not  dd 
always  fo,  but  he  will  at  lad  pour  out  his 
Wrath,  and  ex  rcife  the  Rigour  of  his  Ju- 
flice,  upon  all  Abufers  of  his  Mercy  and  For¬ 
bearance.

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%dly9  I  Oiall  conclude  wlrn  a  neceflary 
and  earneft  Exhortation  to  Repentance  and 
Reformation  of  Life,  while  the  Holy  Spirit 
Waits  and  drives  with  Men,  before  God’s 
Mercy  is  quite  gone,  when  he  will  wait  nq 
longer  to  be  gracious. 

In  the  fir  ft  Place,  we  have  a  very  plaits 
Proof  of  G->d’s  Patience  and  Longanimity 
from  this  Text ;  For  he  had  waited  above  a 
Thoufiand  Years  on  the  Old  World ,  ft  ill  ex¬ 
pelling  the  good  Fruits  of  Obedience  and 
Gratitude  from  his  kte  Handy-watks ;  but 
alas  !  *twas  quite  other  wife  than  he  juftly 
look’d  for,,  they  had  degenerated  altogether 
from  that  Original  Innocence  and  Upright- 
nefs,  into  Pride,  Violence,  Contempt  of  Re¬ 
ligion,  Intemperance,  Luxury,  and  all  man¬ 
ner  of  Vice  Nay,  they  grew  worfe  and 
wqrfe,  the  more  they  increas’d,  the  more 
they  finn’d.  One  would  think  that  God 
would  be  aveng’d  of  finch  a  Generation,  and 
deftroy  them  in  a  moment  •  but  behold!  in 
the  midfl  of  fiuch  Provocations^  when  a  Sen¬ 
tence  might  have  defervedly  paft  to  cut  them 
down,  and  fiend  them  to  Hell  and  Mifiry 
divine  Goodnefis  granted  them  another  Date  j 
his  Patience  extended  to  120  Years  more  : 
And  fij  long  a  Gracious  God  deferred  the  uni¬ 
versal  Deftrudtion  of  Man  and  Beaft  by  tfie 
Deluge  ;  fio  long  the  Spirit  of  God  /hove  with 
that  People ,  waited  on  them,  and  us’d  means 
for  their  Repentance.  Behold!  repeated  Signs 
of  God’s  great  Kind  nefs  and  Mer^y:  Be  gave

them  fufficient  means  of  Salvation,  Time  af¬ 
ter  Time,  yet  all  this  would  not  do. 

This  appears  farther  in  all  his  Difpenia- 
lions  with  Jews  and  Gentiles  too  in  all  fac- 
cecding  Ages ;  for  he  was  grieved  with  iome 
}  of  them  forty  years  in  the  Wiidernds;  many 
times  under  their  Judges 
he  being  full  of  CotnpaJJion, 
qui-ty,  decoyed  them  not  ; 
turned  he  his  Anger  away,  and  did  not  fir  up 
all  bis  Wrath :  Or,  as  it  is  in  the  Original, 
he  multiplied  turning  away .  He  winked  at 

the  Idolatry  of  the  Calves  at  Van  and  Bethel 
two  hundred  and  fifty  years.  So  long  divine 
Patience  delay'd  Vengeance  on  the  Kingdom 
of  Iff  del  %  and  was  very  unwilling  to  give  it 
up  to  that  perpetual  Captivity  and  De  (elation 
under  the  King  of  Ajlfria\  with  what  An¬ 
xiety  and  Concern  does  he  fpeak  of  it?  How 
^9- fall  I  give  thee  up ,  Ephraim ?  How  fall  I 
deliver  thee  Ifrael  ?  How  fall  I  make  thee  as 
Admah  ?  Hew  fall  I  Jet  thee  as  Aehoim  ?  mine 
Heart  is  turned  within  me. 

The  Divine  M-ajefty  condefcended  to  five 
or  fix  Oilers  of  Mercy  and  Forbearance  be¬ 
fore  he  dtftroy*d  Sodom  and  Gomorrah ,  at 
2  .  the  Interceflion  of  Abraham:  He  gave  four 
hundred  years  to  the  Amorites }  at  the  Re- 
q  tie  If  of  Mofes  he  was  prevailed  with  to  (pare 
a  rebellions  people,  when  his  Wrath  was  hot 
again  ft  them. 

^  He  granted  forty  Days  of  Repentance  to 
Jfiniveh 3  and  w^s  long  provok'd  with  the 
Babylonians >  Ter  fans,  Egyptians,  Grecians , 
Romans,  and  other  fmful  Nations,  before  he 

poured 
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poured  the  Viols  of  his  Wrath  upon  them. 
Nay,  everyone  of  us  to  this  Day  has  repeated 
Experience  of  divine  Patience,  Longanimity 
and  Forbearance ,  and  may  fay  with  the  Pjal- 
rnifiy  But  thou ,  O  Lord,  *  art  a  God,t  full  of 
Compaffion  and  Gracious ,  Long- fuff ering,  and 
plenteous  in  Mercy  and  Truth ,  He  compares 
it  to  the  Pity  of  a  good  tender  hearted  Father 
towards  his  Children ,  which  it  exceeds  as  far 
as  the  Heaven  u  above  the  Earth ,  For  he  is, 
lays  the  Prophet ,  gracious ,  merciful ,  flow  to 
Anger,  and  of  great  Kmdnefs,  and  rei  enteth 
him  of  the  Evil.  And  our  Bleffed  Lord  has 
illuftrated  the  fame  to  us  by  the  Parables  of 
the  prodigal  Son,  the  loft  Sheep,  and  efpe- 
eially  that  of  the  Fig-tree,  from  which  the 
Mafter  of  the  Vineyard  had  expedb  d  Fruit 
for  a  long  time,  but  found  none  :  He  waited 
from  year  to  year,  and  at  the  End  of  three 
years  he  threafned  to  have  cut  it  down,  feeing 
it  did  nothing  elfe  but  cumber  the  Ground  : 
But  at  the  Vine-dreffers  Requeft,  he  fpared 
it  a  little  longer,  thinking  that  after  digging 
about  ir,  and  dunging  it;  and  another  years 
Forbearance,  it  would  certainly  bear  Fruit. 
But  how  wonderful  are  the  Tears  of  the  Holy 
Jefu?,  which  he  fhed  over  that  unhappy  City 
of  Jerufalem  before  it*s  miferable  and  final 
Defolarion  ?  How  often  would  I  have  gathered 
thy  Children  together ,  (laid  he)  even  as  a  Hen

His  great  Companion  is  repre- 
Icnted  to  us*  by  the  Similitude  of  a  Hen  *  for 
as  {he  does  tenderly  cherilh,  carefully  hide, 
and  cover  her  young  from  the  Eye  of  the 
Deftroyer,  even  fo  would  the  tender  hearted 
JESUS  have  fhelter’d  the  Jews  from  the 
Roman  Eagle ,  and  all  other  Birds  of  Prey. 
O !  what  Mercy  and  Patience  is  this  l  O  ! 
what  Care  and  Pains  does  our  merciful  Fa¬ 
ther  take  to  make  poor  Mortals  happy  l 
From  thefe  and  many  other  Demondra- 
tiom  of  God  s  Longanimity^  Patience  and 
Mercy,  we  may  fee  how  appofite  and  agree¬ 
able  to  the  divine  Nature  that  Defer! ption  is, 
which  we  have.  The  Lord  Godf  Merciful 
&  7*  and  Gracious ,  Long- fuff ering  and  abounding  in 

Goodmfs  and  Truth ,  keeping  Mercy  for  thou - 
funds ;  for  with  much  Patience  he  waits  on 
the  Sinner*  and  with  infinite  Clemency  re¬ 
ceives  and  pardons  him,  when  he  repenteth  ; 
Mksb.  j,  as  the  Prophet  faith,  Who  Js  a  God  like  unto 
i8.  thee ,  that  pardoneth  Iniquity,  and  paffeth  by  the 

Tranfgreffion  of  the  Remnant  of  his  Heritage  $ 
He  retainetb  not  his  Anger  for  ever ,  becaufi  he 
delighteth  in  Mercy .

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jefts  cf  God’s  Difpleafiure  (you  will  fay)  had 
no  time  to  repent,  they  were  cut  off  imme¬ 
diately  the  Holy  Spirit  did  not  firive  with 
them,  hut  took  them  away  in  his  Indigna¬ 
tion.  However,  as  God  doth  magnify  his 
Mercy  in  fparing  and  pardoning  many  Sin¬ 
ners,  fo  he  renders  his  Juflice  glorious  in  pu¬ 
nching  the-Veflels  of  Wrath :  By  the  former, 
we  learn  to  love  his  Goodnefs,  and  adore  the 
Riches  of  his  Mercy  and  Forbearance ;  by  the 
latter,  we  are  taught  to  fear  his  Juft  ice,  and 
to  turn  to  him  in  time :  But  what  are  thefe 
few  Examples  of  his  Severity,  to  fland  in 
Competition  with  thofe  infinite  Proofs  of  the 
divine  Bounty,  and  Indulgence  to  his  Crea¬ 
tures  ?  feeing  every  one  of  us  muft  acknow¬ 
ledge,  that  in  him  we  live,  and  move,  and 
have  our  Being  ? 

Notwithftanding,  our  Merciful  Father  de¬ 
lights  to  (hew  Pity  upon  his  depending  Crea¬ 
tures  *?  he  takes  much  Pleafure  in  doing  them 
good,  and  is  very  willing  to  communicate 
©ut  of  his  immenfe  Ocean  of  Bleflednefs  to 
every  thing  that  is,  but  more  efpecially  to 
Mankind  :  He  drives  to  reform  and  fave 
them  by  his  Wenders ,  rffflittiens,  Judgments, 
Threatnings ,  Mercies  and  Commands ;  by  his 
Minifters,  his  Word ,  and  by  his  holy  Spirit y 
which  is  the  principal  Author  and  Difpenfer 
of  all  thefe  means  of  Salvation.  But  when 
they  become  ineffe&ual,  becaufe  Men  will 
not  be  Reform’d,  and  would  rather  die  in 
their  Sins,  than  forfake  them  and  live  for 
ever  :  In  this  cafe,  God  will  not  ftrive  with 
than,  but  comes  to  a  final  Refolution  and 

Deter- 
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Determination  with  himfelf  to  delay  juft  Pu¬ 
rs  ilhment  no  longer.  And  the  Lord  f aid,  my 
Spirit  pall  not  always  firive  with  Men .  The 
Great  God  doth  not  want  our  Apology,  but 
certainly  the  Judge  of  the  whole  Earth  will 
do  right  y  for  when  he  God  of  Patience  is 
wearied  out  with  rehadfory  Sinness,  what  is 
more  juft  and  reafbnable  than  he  fhould  ut¬ 
terly  dtftroy  them  irom  the  Earth  by  hidden 
Death,  that  fo  they  may  no  longer  grieve 
his  Spirit,  abufe  his  Clemency,  defpife  his 
Goodntfs,  nor  harden  others  in  the  fame 
Sins:,  and  that  Men  may  know,  that  verily 
there  is  a  God  which  judgeth  in  the  Earth. 

0  So  far  the  Lcng-Jujfenng  of  God  waited  in 
the  Dap  of  Noah,  while  the  Ar\  was  a  pre¬ 
paring  (as  St.  Veter  teftifies)  He  endured 
their  Provocations,  bore  with  the  Offences, 
and  waited  for  the  Repentance  of  thofe  that 
were  hardned  in  Sin  and  Oilbbcuience,  no 
lefs  than  one  Hundred  and  twenty  Years : 
And  that  this  is  the  common  Courfe  of  his 
Providence  towards  Mankind,  appears  from 
innumerable  infta<  ces  in  all  Generations , 
whereby  the  infinite  Patience,  Mercy ^  and 
Goodnejs  of  Almighty  God  doth  fuffkienily 


appear.  ,  . 

But  we  muff  not  think  that  God  is  alto¬ 
gether  Mercitul,  or  that  he  will  fuffer,  wait 
and  bear  with  impious  Mortals  for  ever  :  No, 
he  is  alfo  juft,  and  will  certainly  cxercife  the 
Rigour  ot  his  Jaitice  upon  all  Abulrrs  ot  his 
Kmdnefs  and  CompatTion :  There  is  a  Time, 
when  God  will  be  gracious  no  moie^  when 
he  will  delay  defer  ved  Pumfluaent  bo  lon¬ 
ger  r 


ger  y  and  this  brings  me  to  the  Confident jV 
lion  of  the  Date  and  Term  of  his  Patience  and 
Forbearance^  which  is  the  SECOND  Ge¬ 
neral  Head  propofed,  that  God  will  not  al¬ 
ways  ftrive  with  Sinners,  but  will  at  laft 
pour  out  his  Indignation  and  Wrath  upon  all 
Abufers  of  his  Mercy  and  Forbearance,  and 
the  longer  that  is  delay’d,  the  more  it  is  abus'd, 
lo  much  the  more  fevere  will  this  be  when  it 
cometh  upon  them.  Here  I  (hall  enquire 
how  it  may  be  known,  when  the  Date  and 
Term  of  God’s  Mercy  is  paft,  and  when  if? 
his  vindidHve  Jtiftice  like  to  take  Place  upon 
a  wicked  People  ?  But  how  may  we  know 
when  that  is  at  a  Period,  and  this  is  at  hand  ? 

In  Anfwer  to  which,  it  may  be  obferv’d^ 
that  tho’  God's  Patience  and  Mercy  be  infi¬ 
nite  like  fiimfdf ",  being  Perfections  of  the 
Glorious  Deity  :  Yet  in  his  Difperdations 
with  the  Children  of  Men  it  is  otherwife  y 
for  he  waits  long  on  their  Returning  y  he  bears 
with  pertinacious  Sinners  until  they  have  abu- 
led  his  Mercy ,  and  worn  out  his  Longanimity 
ty  continued  Provocations :  In  a  word,  Gocf 
waits  upon  fuch  Men  until  their  Cup  be  full \ 
and  the  Numbers  of  theif  Iniquities  be  com - 
pleated.  When  the  Day  of  Grace  is  paft,  and 
that  Seafcn  is  over,  he  will  wait  no  longer  y 
by  remitting,  mitigating,  or  deferring  Pu- 
nilhment,  by  laying  Life  and  Death,  Good 
and  Evil  before  them  j  or  by  affording  them 
any  longer  the  means  of  Grace  and  Salvation, 
with  Promiles  of  eternal  Glory,  and  Threat- 
flings  of  everlafting  Torments  to  enforce 

them  to  Amendment.  . 

'  B  That 
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That  God  alloweth  to  every  Nation,  Pea* 
pie,  and  individual  Ferfen,  fuch  a  determined 
Seafen  and  Time,  before  he  inflidh  theft  dread¬ 
ful  Judgments,  which  their  Iniquities  deftrve, 
appears  from  the  Nature  of  the  divine  Ma~ 
fafth  wko  is  full  of  Mercy  and  Compaflion, 
more  prone  to  'Pity  than  to  Severity,  and  juft 
the  Reverie  of  Mankind  3  they  are  foon  pro«» 
voked,  but  hard  to  be  reconciled  3  and  will 
never  forgive  nor ;  forget  an  Affront  •  but  he 
rsjtow  to  Wrath ,  unwilling  to  punijh  3  but  rich 
in  Mercy,  fwfft  to  flow  Pity,  and  ready  to 
forgive  all  Injuries  3  and  to  bear  patiently  with 
the  worft  of  Men  till  they  repent.  :Tis  evi¬ 
dent  alfb  from  ftverai  inflances  in  holy  Scri¬ 
pture,*  for  fb  he  dealt  with  Cain&nd  Lantech  ° 
he  gave  one  hundred  and  twenty  years  to  the 
Old  World ,  four  hundred  more  to  the  Seven' 
Nations  of  Palejline ,  But  in  the  fourth  Genera** 
ticn  they  J had  come  hither  again ,  for  the  Iniquity 
of  the  Jmorites  is  not  yet  full:  At  the  Expira^ 
tion  of  thenv  the  Canaanites  were  utterly 
extirpated  by  fojhua,  Caleb  being  the  fourth 
that  took  Pofieffion  of  the  promifed  Land, 
Such  a  Date  he  prefixed  to  the  Chaldeans y 
Moabites ,  Edomites,  Tyrians 3  and  other  Na- 
tions :  Such  a  Permiffion  he  gave  to  Anttochus 
Epiphanes ,  that  he  might  be  a  fevere  Scourge 
to  the  Jewsj  when  their  Sins  were  come  to 
•the  Height.  *  When  the  Tranfgrejpons  are

The 
Lord  waited  on  Bejjhazzar  that  impious 
Prince,  until  he  had  fdhd  up  the  Meafure  of 
his  Iniquities  by  frophanmg  the  Gold  and  Sil¬ 
ver  Feffels  of  the  Temple  at  his  prophane 
Feaft:  as  it  Were  in  Contempt  and  Triumph 
over  the  true  .God  :  Then  God  number'd  his 
Days%  and  put  him  off  and  his  hundred  Princes 
in  that  inftant,  in  the  Seventeenth  year  at  his 
Reign.  Laftly,  our  Saviour  reproving  the  Dan.  s-  iiZ 
Hypocrijy  of  the  Phqrifees  in  his  Days,  faid 
Unto  them,  Fill  ye  up  the  measure  of  your  Fa-  Mat.  23.32. 
therst  |  or  as  feme  Copies  #  have  it  *.  and  ye 
have  filled  up  ;  which  Meafiure  oi  their  Iniqui¬ 
ties  being  filled  up,  the  feyere  Wrath  of  God 
fell  upon  that  wicked  Generation  forty  years 
afterwards,  and  utteiry  deft roy’d  them.

,  up  the  meafiure  of  their  Sins,  and  their  Cup 
is  full  in  three  Refpedta.

ifiy  When  they  are  pnlverfally  Wicked, 
and  allFleCh  have  corrupted  their  Ways :  This 
was  the  Cafe  of  the  Old  Worldy  Sodom  and 
Jerufialem ;  for  when  Ho  ah  was  taken  from 
among  them,  and  fhut  up  fiifely  in  the  Ark ; 
the  Deluge  fwept  all  the  reft  away :  As  fbon

1 f  Js  righteous  Lot  had  efcaped,  Fire  and  Brim- 
ftone  burnt  up  all  the  impious  Inhabitants  of 
the  five  Cities  i  When  Hez>ekias  and  j fofias9 
thole  pious  Princes  were  gone,  and  when  the 
ele&  Jews  got  fafe  out  of  Jerufalem ;  Nebu- 
chadmzz,ar  and  Vefpafan  laid  it  in  heaps.  For 
pious  Men  are  a  fingular  Bleffisg  to  a  City, 
the  Pillars  of  a  Kingdom,  and  the  Prop  of  the 
World  :  For  their  fakes  God  fpares  many 
fhouland  Sinners,  and  blefleth  the  Place 
where  they  dwell:  He  Will  not  fuffer  his 
Judgment  to  fall  in  their  Days ;  therefore  he 
takes  them  from  the  Evil  to  come,  Ihuts  them 
up  in  a  filent  Grave,  and  takes  them  to  reft 
with  himlelf ;  but  afterwards  poureth  his 
Judgments  upon  the  ungodly  Remnant.  You 
fee  now,  what  would  be  the  beft  Safeguard 
to  this  City  arid  Nation,  what  would  prove 
the  moft  effeftual  means  to  keep  off  thofe 
dreadful  Vlagms  and  which  have 

difpeopled  others:  The  Tears  and  Prayers  of 
£7 ccts  People  have  very  often  averted  divine 
Wrath  ,  thofe  were  always  the  beft  Defence 
in  time  of  Danger  ;  and  have  procur’d  great 
Deliverances.  But  alas!  true  Piety  is  mock’d 
and  defpis’d.  Charity  waxeth  cold,  Wicked'- 
nels  abounds^  Religion  is  neglefted,  and  the 
fin  cere  Profeffors  of  it  are  very  few  ;  would 
to  God  there  were  many  more  of  them  a- 
morg  us.  5Tis  to  be  fear’d,  there  are  but 
few  fuch  Pillars  now  as  Lot,  Mofes ,  David, 
and  Daniel  were  in  their  Days  j  and  if  a  Scru¬ 
tiny  was  made  of  this  City,  as  Jeremiah  did 
of  Jerufakm,  the  Eftimate  would  be  much 

J-ir.  J.  ts<5.  the  fame.  That  holy  Prophet  could  not  find 
'  *-■  a  May 
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0  Man  that  executed  Judgment ,  and  fought 
the  Truth  in  all  Jemfalem ;  the  poor  knew  not 
ike  way  of  the  Lord ,  and  the  Great  Men  knew 
it  indeed,  but  were  worfe  than  thefe  :  Is  it 
not  juft  fb  with  us?  Whereupon  the  Lord 
threatned  their  Doom.  A  Lion  out  of  the  ibid.  v.  6, 
Eoreft  [hall  flay  them ,  a  Wolf  of  the  Evening 
jhall  ffloil  them ,  a  Leopard  [hall  watch  over 
their  Cities :  Every  one  that  goeth  out  thence 
(hall  he  torn  in  pieces ,  hecaufe  their  Tranfgref- 
fions  are  many,  and  their  Back-flidings  are  in - 
creafed.  The  Lord  Complained  in  the  Days 
of  Ezekiel,  that  he  could  not  find  one  faith¬ 
ful  Soul  among  his  People,  that  might  ftop 
his  Fury,  and  avert  his  Vengeance.  I  fought  Ezek.zz . 
for  a  Man  among^  them ,  that  jhould  make  up  3<V3i* 
the  Hedge ,  and  ft  and  in  the  gap  before  me  for 
the  Land ,  that  I  jhould  not  deflroy  it,  hut  I 
found  none .  Theref  ore  (faid  he)  have  l  poured 
out  mine  Indignation  upon  them ,  I  have  confu¬ 
ted  them  with  the  fire  of  my  Wrath ;  their  own 
way  have  I  recompenfld  upon  their  own  head, 
faith  the  Lord.  But  our  Iniquities  being 
much  of  a  Parallel  with  thofe  of  that  People, 
we  may  juftly  fear  their  Punifhmentsj;  which 
may  God  of  his  infinite  Mercy  avert.

f*r.  36c  Jehoiakim  would  not  hearken  unto  the  words 

2  3*  of  Jeremiah,  which  were  read  to  Him  and 

his  Princes  ;  my,  he  cut  and  burnt  the  Roll 
of  Prophecies  in  the  Fire  till  it  was  confumedo 
But  behold  !  in  a  few  years  he  was  taken  Ca¬ 
ptive  and  flam  ;  and  his  dead  Body  was  cafh 
out  into  the  High-way  without  one  of  the 
Gates  of  Jerufalem  j  where  it  rotted  in  much 
Contempt  and  Scorn,  according  to  the  Pre¬ 
fer.  22.  di&ion  of  that  Prophet*  In  the  Days  of  Ifaiah , 
i8«  the  Jews  were  (uch,  for  he  laid  of  them,  I 
If*  4-  know  that  thou  art  obfiinate ,  and  thy  Neck  is 
an  iron  Sinew,  and  thy  Brow  Brafs .  Jeremiah 
far*  s .  3*  teftified  the  fame  of  them,  O  Lord ,  thou  hafi 
correcled  them ,  but  they  have  refufed  to  receive 
CotreBim,  they  have  made  their  Faces  harder 
than  a  Rock,  they  have  refit  fed  to  return.  They 
told  him  to  his  Face,  that  they  would  not 
jer.  44j  return  from  their  Idolatry  :  As  fir  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  that  thou  hafi  fpoken  to  us  in  the 
Name  of  the  Lord,  we  will  not  hearken  unto 
thee  ;  but  we  will  certainly  do  wbatfoever  thing 
goeth  forth  out  of  our  own  Mouth ,  to  burn  In - 
cenfe  unto  the  Queen  of  Heaven .  But  being 
come  to  that  Height  ot  Obftinacy  in  Wicked* 
nefs,  they  psrifhed  by  the  Sword,  Famine 
and  Peftilence,  as  God  had  threatned  by  that 
44*  Prophet .  Thefe  were  Examples  of  God's 
incenfed  Juftice,  and  fhould_.be  Warnings 

• :  and 
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aM  CaQtions  to  us  j  that  wc  mly  hot  continue 
in  that  Obftinacy  of  Mini!,  which  brought 
down  fuch  dreadful  Calamities  upon  them  ? 

And  may  God  enable  us  to  obferve  them  in 
due  time. 

$dly,  People  have  fill'd  up  the  Meaftfre  of 
their  Sins3  and  their  Cup  is  full,  when  they 
are  become  impudent  and  lhamelefs  in  their 
Wickednefs ,  for  this  proceeds  from  continued 
and  repeated  Habits  of  Vice,  whereby  Men 
are  hardned  in  their  Sins  by  degrees,  till  they 
dome  at  laft  to  that  Height  of  it,  as  to  glory 
in  their  Shame ;  to  be  puff'd  up  with  that 
which  ffiould  really  make  them  blufii.  Such 
Sinners  are  Proof  agairift  Corre&ion,  given 
up  to  a  reprobate  Mind  *  and  therefore  there 
is  no  ground  to  wait  any  longer  on  their 
Amendment :  In  this  cafe,  God  will  fpeedily 
exercife  the  Rigour  of  his  Juftice  upon  them. 

How  lhamelefs  were  the  Men  of  Sodom,  of ,p, s, 
Gibea ,  and  the  Sons  of  Eli  l  Their  Punifli-  Judg. 
ment  was  therefore  very  fudden  and  fevere.2.1*  ? 
The  Trofhet  affirms,  that  the  Jews  were  fuch  1  Sam\z* 
in  bis  time  :  The  Shew  of  their  Countenance7^'  ^ 
doth  wtinefs  agairift  them  $  and  they  declare 
their  Sin  Os  Sodom ,  they  hide  it  not :  We  unto 
their  Soul,  for  they  have  rewarded  evil  undo 
themfelves.  And  too  many  of  this  Sort  of 
Sinners  are  to  be  found  among  us  at  this  T)&y  z 
I3o  not  the  prophane  Stvearers  glory  in  their 
new  Oath  and  horrible  Blafphemies  $  the 
"Drunkards  boaft  of  their  Strength  $  the  #»- 
chafe  Per  fens  of  their  Gdlmtr],  and  triumph 
iff  their  feerti 
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Nay,  Alas  i  „there  be  certain  Societies  of 
notorious  Sinners  among  us,  equally  fhame- 
lefs  (but  indeed  more  heinous  in  the  Sight 
of  God )  as  thofe  of  Sodom :  And  Clubs  alfb 
of  fuch  Blaffbemers  as  former  Ages  never 
heard  of ;  who  are  arriv’d  to  that  Degree  of 
Athetfnt)  as  to  ridicule  and  lampoon  the 
God  that  made,  redeem'd  and  fan£iified 
them.  Thefe  and  other  abounding  Iniqui¬ 
ties  may  defervedly  bring  upon  this  City 
and  Nation  fpeedy  and  unavoidable  De- 
ftrufHon.  O  1  how  will  they  blufh,  when 
their  Works  of  Darknefs  {hall  be  laid  open 
before  Men  and  Angels  ?  How  will  they 
tremble  before  the  God  whom  they  have 
defied  ?  What  Shame  and  Confufion  will 
feize  them,  when  they  (hail  ftand  Naked  be*» 
fore  the  Judge  of  the  whole  Earth  ? 

Again,  fometimes  God  ceafies  to  reprove 
and  chaftife  Men  for  their  Sinsj  and  this  is 
a  Second  Sign  that  the  Date  of  his  Patience 
is  at  an  End,  and  that  his  Spirit  will  not 
ftrive  with  them  any  longer:  For  this  is  a 
Means  of  Salvation  to  fome  ;  but  thofe  that 
abufe  it,  he  gives  up  to  themfelves :  So  they 
go  on  in  their  TranfgrefHons  adding  Sin  to 
Sin,  without  Check  or  Controul,  until  they 
are  plung'd  headlong  in  Mifery  and  Woe. 
This  is  a  Sign  of  God  s  Difpleafure,  a  (Se¬ 
vere  Puniftiment  of  itfelf,  a  token  that  more 
is  at  Hand ;  the  worft  State  in  this  Life,  and 
the  firft  Fruits  of  Hell  and  Damnation  in 
the  next.  King  Saul  was  deferted  of  God 
and  fo  Perifhed,  God  gave  up  the  Ifrselites

y  in  their  own  Counfels,  and  twenty  and 
four  thoufand  of  them  periflhed  in  one  Day.  9* 
The  Kingdom  of  Ifrael  fell  into  Idolatry  to 
fuch  a  Degree,  after  God  fent  his  Prophets 
to  warn  them  daily,  his  Mercies  and  Judg¬ 
ments  to  convince  them  of  their  Danger, 
that  he  faid  at  laft,  I  will  not  funijh  your  Hof  4 
Daughters  when  they  commit  Whoredom ;  nor 
your  Spoufes,  when  they  commit  Adultery  :  for 
themfelves  are  feparated ,  and  they  Sacrifice 
with  Harlots  — ■  Ephraim  is  Joyned  to  Idols  let 
him  alone  :  For  the  Iniquity  of  his  Covet  oup 
ftefis  I  was  Wroth  and  f mote  him ,  I  hid  me 
and  was  Wroth ,  and  he  went  on  frowardly  in 
the  Way  of  his  Heart .  Then  he  delivered 
them  up  to  the  King  of  Affyria ,  who  led 
them  Captives  into  a  far  Country,  where 
they  perilhed  in  everlafting  Oblivion*  Be- 
caufe  the  Scribes  and  Pharifees  fo  malicioufly 
and  obftinately  defpifed  the  Miracles  and 
Do&rine  of  Chrifi,  he  faid,  Let  them  alone:  1 

they  be  blind  Leaders  of  the  Blinds  and  if  the  *4* 
Blind  lead  the  Blind,  both  pall  fall  into  the 
Ditch .  And  fo  both  Leaders  and  Followers 
among  them  have  been  left  to  themfelves, 
and  given  up  to  judicial  Blindnefs  and  Im¬ 
penitence  thefe  feventeen  hundred  Years; 
thefe  are  the  fad  Effe&s  of  God’s  for  faking 
Men.  In  what  a  wretched  Condition  are 
they  who  grieve  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  t>y 
their  Iniquities  provoke  him  to  fufpend  the 
Influences  and  withdraw  the  Comforts  of 
his  Grace  ?  Tea  Woe  alfo  to  them  when  I  dc-  Hof.  9 
fart  from  them* 

Bet 
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But  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  our  merciful 
and  gracious  God  has  not  as  yet  forfaken 
this  City  and  Nation,  notwithftanding  of 
th  eir  repeated  Provocations,  feeing  he  con¬ 
tinues  to  fend  his  Servants  daily  to  warn  and 
reprove  them  for  the  fame.  Happy  were 
they  if  they  wou'd  but  hearken  unto  their 
Voice,  which  is  daily  Preach'd  in  their  Ears. 

3 dly,  Some  Men  are  fb  notorioufly  Impi¬ 
ous,  that  they  provoke  Almighty  God  to 
Swear  in  his  Anger ,  that  he  will  fpare  them 
no  longer  :  Then  to  be  fore  his  Spirit  will 
not  always  ftrive  with  fuch  People;  doubt- 
Jtfi  this  is  a  Confirmation  of  their  fudden 
and  unavoidable  Ruin  and  Ddlruftion.  For 
divine  t  'Threat nirigi  are  for  the  moft  pare 
Conditional  j  if  Men  will  repent,  the  Cala¬ 
mities  intended  fhall  either  be  delay'd  for  a 
Tune,  or  eife  utterly  done  away  ;  thus  Abime - 
Uth,  Ahah ,  Hezekias,  Jofias ,  and  the  People 
of  Nvn'weh  efetped  the  judgments  threatned : 
But  when  Men  continue  hardened  in  th*ir 
Sins  without  Remorfe  or  Terror,  under  the 
Apprehenfions  of  God's  Wrath  ;  his  Spirit 
will  wait  no  more  upon  them.  That  unbe¬ 
lieving,  murmuring  and  fiiff-necked  Race,, 
provoked  the  Lord  fo  grievoufly,  that  he 
[wore  in  his  Wrath,  they  Jhould  mt  enter  into 
his  Reft  :  So  they  perifhed  in  the  Wilder¬ 
ness,  and  never  entred  into  the  promifed 
and  good  Land,  The  Jews  Were  fo  refo- 
lute  to  go  into  Egypt,  contrary  to  God's  ex- 
prefs  Command,  that  they  provoked  him  in

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like  manner  to  Gy,  1  have  [worn  by  my  mat  7er.'  44 
Name ,  Jakb  the  Lord ,  that  all  the  Men  of 
Judah  which  are  tn  Egypt ,  jhall  be  confumed  by 
the  Sword ,  and  by  the  Famine ,  there  jhall 

he  an  End  of  them.  Thus  he  threarned  die 
Edomites ,  /  j 'worn  by  my  fel[  faith  the 

Lordy  that  Bozrah  jhall  become  a  Deflation ,  a  rev, 
Reproach ,  #1  Wafley  and  a  Curfe  ;  ^//  the 

thereof fall  be  perpetual  Deflations ,  And 
in  that  manner,  the  Ruin  of  the  Ammonites s 
.Moabites,  Syrians %  Babylonians,  Arabians , 
lymaansy  and  ocher  impenitent  Nations  w;fs 
predi&ed  fby  rhe  Prophets,  and  afterwards  fo 
exa&ly  aecorapliihed,  that  their  Memories 
have  been  buried  in  the  Du  ft  many  Ages  ago. 

So  fearful  a  thing  it  is  to  fall  into  the  hands 
ei  an  angry  God.  And  therefore  now  cmf - 
dtr  this,  ye  that  forget  God}  lefl  he  tear  you  in  Pflm^o 
pieces y  and  there  he  none  to  deliver  you .  2  » 

I  have  from  this  Text  of  Gcred  Scripture 
reprefsnted  both  the  Riches  of  God's  Mercy, 

Patience  and  Forbearance,  in  waiting  upon 
a  finful  People,  and  giving  them  fufficient 
Warning  before  unavoidable  but  juft  Judg¬ 
ments  overtake  and  confume  them  •  and  afe 
the  Severity  of  his  Indignation  and  Wrath 
in  punching  them  at  laft,  becaufe  no  means 
wou’d  prevail  with  them  to  reform  and  be 
faved. 

And  from  what  has  been  (aid,  we  may  learn, 
that  the  Ruin  and  Deftrudfion  of  Sinners  is 
wholly  chargeable  upon  themfelves,  and  ow¬ 
ing  to  their  own  W  lllfuinefs  and  Obftinacy. 

Our  moll:  merciful  Father  allures  us,  that  he 

has  no  Fie  ajar  e  in  the  Death  of  him  that  dieth„  Euk.  1 8 

C  2  And  >u 
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And  confirms  the  Truth  of  it,  by  his  waiting 
a  long  Time  before  he  ftrikes  ;  by  warning 
them  of  the  approaching  Danger  ;  by  lland- 
ing  at  the  door,  as  ready  to  receive  them 
upon  their  firlt  Motion  of  Repentance;  by 
fending  his  Rods  and  Judgments  to  awaken* 
and  his  Mercies  to  draw  them  to  himfelf. 
O !  how  willingly  would  he  have  Men  to  be 
happy :  But  upon  their  Qbftinacy,  Hardnefc 
and  Impenitency,  they  only  treafure  up  to 
themfelves  Wrath  againft  the  Day  of  Wrath, 
O !  how  deplorable  and  fevere  will  the  De- 
ftruilion  of  fuch  Offenders  be  ?  How  inex- 
cufably  muft  they  perifh,  who  perifh  by  their 
own  Willfulnefs  and  Obflinacy5  after  fuch 
kind  and  repeated  Offers  of  Mercy  and  means 
of  Salvation  ?  How  will  it  fling  their  Con¬ 
fidence,  and  torment  their  Souls  for  ever  and 
ever,  that  they  have  abufed  theGofpel,  grie¬ 
ved  the  Spirit  of  God,  and  refilled  fo  many 
Gills  to  Mercy? 

JTs  no  wonder,  that  divine  Wrath  hath 
fallen  Ibmetimes  lb  heavy  upon  wicked  and 
rebellious  People;  and  that  both  Temporal, 
Spiritual,  and  Eternal  Mifery  fhould  be  en¬ 
tailed  upon  them  ;  feeing  they  had  fb  long 
and  fb  heinoufly  provoked  the  God  of  Pa¬ 
tience;  nay  oppos’d,  controul’d  and  diflurb’d 
the  Holy  Ghoft  in  his  Operations  of  Grace 
towards  them  ;  and  the  longer  God  bears 
with  fuch  Sinners,  fb  much  the  more  fevere 
his  Judgments  will  be  at  lad.  Doubtlefs, 
for  this  Rea  Ion,  the  Dedrudlion  of  the  Old 
World 9  Sodcm ,  Tyre)  Babylon ,  Carthage ,  and 
Jerujaletn  was  fb  dieadful:  After  many  Pro¬ 
vocation?, 
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vocations,  and  when  Divine  Patience  was  Co 
grievoufly  abus’d  ;  God’s  Wrath  and  Fury 
fwept  away  the  Amorites ,  JJraelitcs ,  Babylo¬ 
nians,  Jews,  and  other  impious  Nations  from 
the  Face  of  the  Earth.  God  rais’d  up  Sal- 
manefer  and  Nebuchanez,zutr  the  Rods  of  bis 
Anger  to  fcourge  Ijrael  and  Judah  for  their 
manifold  Provocations :  And  he  has  in  the 
fame  manner  permitted  many  cruel  and  mer- 
cilefs  Tyrants  in  every  Age  fince  to  chaftae 
Mankind  for  their  Iniquities.  What  Millions 
have  Cyrus ,  Alexander ,  Julius  Cafar,  (  hat 
Plague  and  Poifon  of  M  inland  )  Fefpafan, 
Tamerlane  and  Lewis  XIV.  mow'd  down  to 
the  Grave  in  their  babarous  and  uncivil 
Wars  ?  God  widvholds  the  Rains  from  Hea¬ 
ven,  and  takes  away  the  Fruitg  of  the  Earth 
from  a  {inful  People ;  he  turneth  Rivers  into 
a  WUdermfs ,  and  the  Water  ~fj>r  mgs  into  dry 
Ground  y  a  fruitful  Land  into  Barrennef :  For 
the  Wxkednefi  of  them  that  dwell  therein .  For 
this  Caufe  he  has  puniftied  former  Generations 
with  Storms ,  Tempffis ,  Inundations ,  Earth¬ 
quakes  y  Hurricanes ,  Lightnings ,  Blagues }  Be- 
fiilences ,  Famines ,  Mafjdcres ,  and  bloody  Wars, 
all  thsfe  Calamities  betal  Men  for  their  Iniqui¬ 
ties  :  And  therefore  we  have  no  reafon  to 
find  fault  with  divine  Providence  for  thefe 
Inftances  of  Severity  that  he  has  fhew’d  upon 
forne ;  but  may  rather  wonder,  rhattbey  are 
not  more  fevere  and  numerous  $  and  blefs 
God  for  his  infinite  Patience  and  Mercy  in 
forbearing  us,  when  his  Anger  ragcth  againft 
our  Neighbouring  Nation.  ’Tis  true,  the 
Blague  has  been  very  formidable  and  mortal 

there : 
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there  \  having  in  eighteen  Months  cuf  off  no 
left  than  three  hundred  and  forty  thoufand 
Men,  and  alraoft  difpeoplcd  fome  of  its  moll 
populous  and  flourifhing  Cities*  But  Lord  l 
how  many  thoufand  innocent  People  have 
they  murder'd  in  their  late  bloody  arid  am¬ 
bitious  Wars  for  fifty  years  together?  What 
Rivers  of  Blood  have  they  fhed  in  Italy ,  Ger¬ 
many  t  Sffiin^  Flanders  and  Britain ,  in  the 
laft  Century  ?  For  thefe  and  other  Sins  God 
makes  their  dead  lie  heaps  upon  heaps.  But 
we  mult  not  think  that  we  arc  better  than 
they,  becaufe  they  fuffer  thefe  dreadful  Affli- 
6tions:  No,  let  us  be  humbled  and  grieved 
for  our  own  Sins,  and  with  the  Prophet  sic- 
LstnenU  3.  knowledge,  that  it  is  of  the  Lords  mercy  that 
3Z*  we  are  not  consumed  j  becaufe  his  Compaffions 
fail  not. 

But  more  dreadful  Judgments  than  thefe 
remain  for  all  impenitent  Sinners,  which  will 
unavoidably  fall  upon  themf  when  the  Lord 
i  Thtjf*  r.  Jefus  fhall  be  revealed  from  Heaven  with  his 
1%  mighty  Angels  m  flaming  Fire ,  taking  Venge¬ 

ance  on  them  that  know  not  Godr  and  that  obey 
not  the  Go/pel  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  ;  who 
fhall  he  pumjhed  with  everlaftmg  Deftrutlion 
from  the  Prefence  of  the  Lord ,  and  from  the 
Glory  of  his  Power .  O  !  how  will  they  abide 
his  coming?  O  !  what  Fear  and  Terror  will 
then  take  hold  of  them?  Thefe  Temporal 
Calamities  are  fenc  on  the  Earth,  that  Men 
may  avoid  thole  that  are  eternal  ;  otherwife 
thefe  are  but  a  Prelude  to  thole:  And  thrice 
happy  are  they  to  whom  the  firlk  prevent  the 
latter.  Notwkhftandmg,  not  only  the  Atbetfl, 
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but  even  fome  that  believe  this,  will  hardfy 
be  prevail'd  with  ro  break  oft  their  Iniquities* 
and  to  flee  from  the  Wrath  to  come.  What 
a  monftreus  Piece  of  Folly  is  it  to  be  wicked  5 
feeing  Men  expofe  themfelves  thereby  to  all 
thefe  dreadful  Punishments* 

Knowing  therefore  the  Terror  of  the  Lord, 
let  us  ft  arch  and  try  cur  ways,  and  now  turn 
again  to  him  by  true  Repentance  and  Refor¬ 
mation  of  Life  $  that  he  may  forgive  us  all 
that  is  paft  ;  and  receive  us  gracicufly  into 
his  Favour  and  Protection,  when  the  evil  Day 
approacbe  h.  We  ought  to  confider,  what 
Patience  and  Goodnefs  our  merciful  Father 
has  (hewn  to  this  Nation  •  that  fo  we  may 
endeavour  to  bring  forth  Fruit  fuitable  to 
them.  God  was  pleafed  to  plant  a  pure  and 
orthodox  Religion  among  our  Forefathers  in 
the  very  firft  *  Dawning  of  Christianity  :  He 
reform'd  it  from  the  Superllition  of  Ront$% 
and  refeued  it  out  of  the  hands  of  that  prevail-* 
ing  Spirit  of  Enthufiafm  and  Schifm,  which 
had  eclips’d  it  for  fome  time  *.  He  has  blefs’^ 
us  with  Peace  and  Plenty  of  all  good  things 
for  many  years  paft,  when  other  Nation!  have 
been  aJmoft  wafted  with  the  Sword,  Pefti- 
lence  and  Famine:  He  has  given  this  King¬ 
dom  and  City  feveral  Sign*  from  Heaven,  as 
he  did  to  Jtrufalem:  H  s  Judgments  are  a- 
broad  in  the  Earth  5  the  dreadful  Plagues  and 
Affli&ions  wherewith  he  chaftizeth  other  Na¬ 
tions  are  Warnings  to  u*a  But  where  is  the 
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F ruit  of  the  Gojpcl  ?  What  do  V)e  wore  thaw 
others?  What  better  are  we  for  all  thefe  Mer¬ 
cies  ?  Are  not  other  Churches  more  unanimous 
in  the  Faith,  more  liedfaft  in  their  Principles 
and  confcientious  than  we  in  their  Practice  ? 
In  (lead  of  bringing  forth  good  Fruit,  we 
yeild  nothing  elfe  but  the  four  Grapes  of 
Gomorrah ,  of  Gall  and  Wormwood,  Nay, 
alas !  our  Forefathers  died  for  thofe  (acred 
Truths,  which  feveral  among  us  at  this  Day 
do  ridicule  and  deny  :  And  inftead  of  the 
Love  and  Fear  of  God,  and  that  facred  Reve* 
rence  that  is  due  to  his  holy  Name ,  his  Word^ 
Ordinance  and  'Servants  ;  how  doth  Atheifm^ 
Perjury^  Bhifebemy,  Sabbath’  br  aking  and  Im¬ 
piety  prevail  among  us?  Im'tead  of  Meeknefss 
Pity ,  Equity  and  Charity  toward  one  another, 
Opprejjion,  Malice ,  Fraud  and  Barbarity  are  to 
be  found.  Alas,  ’ris  to  be  feared  that  God 
will  Vific  for  thefe  things. 

But  feeing  we  don’t  know  how  long  wc 
fliall  enjoy  thefe  Mercies,  nor  how  long  the 
Spirit  will  (trivt  with  and  wait  on  us;  'tis  our 
Wifdom  to  humble  our  (elves  before  God,  to 
redouble  our  Zeal ,  our  Tears ,  Mortifications , 
and  fervent  Prayers ,  and  to  bring  forth  Fruits 
worthy  of  Repentance,  Thefe  are  the  means 
by  which  we  may  appeafe  the  Anger  of  God, 
which  we  defervedly  draw  down  upon  our 
(elves  by  repeated  Tranfgreffions.  God  for¬ 
bid  that  we  fhould  grieve  the  holy  Spirit, 
by  adding  Sin  to  Sin,  and  living  fecure  in 
this  Time  of  great  Danger  •  or  that  we  fhould 
abufe  the  Goodnefs,  Mercy  and  Patience  of 
God,  which  fhould  lead  u*  to  Repentance ; 
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For  then  his  Judgments  will  fall  more  heavy 
upon  us  after  fuch  a  long  Date  of  Patience, 
then  the  fame  or  even  feme  worfe  Evils  than 
thole  that  have  confum’d  Francs  and  other 
fin ful  Nations  before  them,  will  undoubtedly 
Xome  unto  us. 

Finally,  But  if  we  repent  truly  of  our  Sins, 
and  turn  to  God  in  Ncwnefs  of  Life,  while 
his  Mercy  and  Patience  lafteth  ;  we  fhall 
both  *efcape  the  Evils  we  are  afraid  of  at 
prefent ;  we  ffcall  enjoy  the  Continuance  of 
God's  Compallion  and  Loving  Kindnefi, 
which  is  better  than  Life :  And  at  lad  we 
{hall  be  received  as  God's  faithful  Servants 
into  the  Society  of  the  Spirits  of  jud  Men 
made  perfedf,  where  we  (hall  be  LlcfF  with 
the  full  Enjoyment  of  God  to  all  Eternity.

The  Air ,  fo  like  wife  numerous  thoft  chat  kill :

When  fhe’s  grown  putrid  by  the  Rains ,  or  fweats 
Such  noxious  Vapors  preft  by  fcorching  heats,)

The  Lepers  only  are  to  Egypt  known, 

Thofe  Wretches  drink  of  Nil  us  ftreams  alone: 

Athens ,  the  Mufes  Sear,  and  chief  Delight, 

Offends  the  Feet ,  Acbaia  hurts  the  Sight  : 

And  thus  in  every  Land  a  new  Diftafe, 

New  Pains  on  all  the  other  Members  feixe,

other  Neighbouring  Nations.

A  dreadful 
Deftru&ion  indeed !  and  hands  a  warning  to 
ail  Generations;  but  yet  it  had  not  fuch  In¬ 
fluence  upon  Mortals  as  might  be  expe&ed, 
for  the  more  the)?  mereafed  the  more  they 
finned  j  and  therefore  we  find  many  Di [ca¬ 
fes  and  new  Difttmpers  anfe  among  therm, 
according  as  they  found  out  new  Ways  of 
committing  Sin  and  Iniquity.

A.  M,  2945'.J  A  grievous  Famine  was 
infii&ed  upon  IJrael  for  three  years,  beciufe 
Saul  their  King  flew  the  Gibeonites,  This  is 
not  the  fir  ft  time  that  Subjects  ha  ye  differ'd 
for  the  Sins  of  their  Prince. 

A,  M.  2960  ]  In  the  Reign  of  King 
David,  zFejhlence  deftroyd  70000  of  his 
Subje&s  in  fix  hours,  and  ’twas  for  his  Pride 
and  Curiofity  in  numbering  the  People. 

In  the  Reign  of  King 
Abab  after  a  grievous  Drowth  wherein  there 
was  neither  Dew  nor  Rain  for  three  years,

M.  305 y.]  There  wasfucba  grievous  2  Kings 6, 
Famine  in  Samaria ,  being  befieged  by  Ben - 
hadad  King  of  Syria ;  that  an  Alfes  Head  was 
fold  for  fourfcore  Pieces  of  Silver,  and  the 
fourth  Part  of  a  Kab  of  Doves  Dung  for  five 
Pieces  of  Silver.  —  Nay,  two  Women  did 
eat  one  of  their  own  Children,  and  had  alfe 
devour’d  the  orher  ^  had  not  God  relieved 
them  with  the  Provifion  and  Spoil  of  their 
Enemies  within  24  hours.

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Tefiiknce,  call’d  the  great  Plague  of  Attica, 
began  firfl  in  Ethiopia ;  From  thence  it  came 
into  Libia  and  Egypt :  It  over-run  Judea , 
Phoenicia ,  Syria  and  the  whole  Perfian  Em¬ 
pire :  From  thence  ir  palled  into  Greece ,  and 
grievoufly  affl'6Fed  the  Athenian  State  and  all 
the  Reman  Empire .  It  broke  out  again  at 
Athens  with  great  Fury  lour  years  afterwards, 
and  fo  much  exhauiled  that  City  oFirs  Inha¬ 
bitants,  that  For  better  replemfh’ng  of  it,  a 
new  Law  was  made  to  allow  every  Man  to 
marry  two  Wives.  This  Peftilence  fpread 
over  the  greateft  Part  of  the  World,  conti¬ 
nuing  in  feme  Place  or  another  For  fifteen 
years  together,  and  is  miverjal  Plague 

We  read  of  in  Hiftory. 

*  Thucydides  the  Athenian  Hifiorian  has 
given  a  very  full  Account  of  this  Difeafe,  ha¬ 
ving  had  ithimfclf,  and  freely  vifited  a  great 
many  that  were  affl  cled  with  it.  Hippocrates 
that  excellent  Phyfician  of  Cos9  Wrote  of  it 
as  a  Phyfician  \  he  was  at  Athens  all  the  time 
th»s  Did  mper  rag  d  there  5  and  cleanfed 
Thtjfaly  bv  burning  the  Woods,  which  puri¬ 
fy  Jd  rhe  Air ;  and  Artaxcrxes  King  of  Perfa 
promis’d  him  very  great  Rewards  to  come 
into  his  Dominions,  to  cure  thofe  who  are 
infe^ed  wiih  it  ;  but  he  refufep  them  all. 
•f  T.  Lucretius,  who  was  three  hundred  years 
af  er  them,  has  given  us  a  Poetical  Description 
of  it  in  thefe  Lines,

And  as  it  went  was  heard  to  figh  and  groan . 

At  lad  the  raging  Plague  did  Athens  feize, 

The  Plague  and  Death  attending  the  Difeafe  :

From  every  putrid  Breafi ,  as  from  a  Tomb; 

A  fad  Prefage  that  Death  prepar’d  the  Room : 

The  Body  weak,  the  Mind  did  fadly  wa^t. 

And  Fear’d,  but  could  not  flie  approaching  Fate : 

To  thefe  fierce  Pains  were  joyn'd  continual  care. 

And  fad  complainings ,  groans,  and  deep  defpair  ;

B  it  all  within  was  Fire%  fierce  Fiam*s  did  burn. 

No  Cloatbs  could  be  endur’d,  no  Garments  worn  j 
But  all  (as  if  the  Plaguet  that  fir’d  their  bloody 
Deftroy'd  all  Virtue9  Modefly,  and  Good,) 

Lay  Naked ,  wifhing  ftiil  for  cooling  Air, 

Or  ran  to  Springs ,  and  hop’d  to  find  it  there : 

And  fome  leapt  into  lYeUsy  in  vain  ;  the  Heat

And  there  it  rag’d  with  cruel  puns  and  fmart,

But  as  the  State  of  Things  would  then  permit* 

Men  burnt  their  Friends,  nor  look’t  on  jtift,  and  fit  s 
And  Want9  and  Poverty  did  oft  in  gage 
A  thoufmd  Adis  of  Violence ,  and  Rage .  2

And  bum  their  Friend  upon  another’s  Pile;

The  Other  loft  his  Tile  by  ptom  Theft,  ; 

A  poor  Poffeffion*  All  that  Fate  had  left#  ? 
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And  Virgil ,  who  fucceeded  Lucretius ,  gives  an  exaft 
Account  of  this  Peftilence,  and  how  it  had  laid  wafte 
all  Italy,  Venice ,  Greece ,  and  G^«/,  deftroying  both 
Man  and  Beall  there  $  thus  he  lings, 

Taw  fciat,  aerias  *  Atyes,  &  Norica  ft  quts 
Caflella  in  Tumults ,  C^'  Jafidis  arva  Ttmavi 

A  Dire  Example  of  this  Truth  appears, 

When  after  fuch  a  length  of  Rolling  Ye  rs 
We  fee  the  naked  Alps,  and  thm  Remains 
Of  fcaner’d  Cotts,  and  yet  unpeopled  Plains, 

Once  fill’d  with  grazing  Flocks,  Shepherds  happy

Here  from  the  vicious  Air  and  fickly  Skies

Italy 9  that  having  no  other  Remedy,  they 
consulted  the  Books  of  the  Silylls ,  whereby 
they  were  advis’d  to  celebrate  that  great: 
Ceremony  called  Leai(lernwn  the  firft  time  ; 
’twas  afterwards  perform’d  in  time  of  fame 
publick Calamity  only,  and  in  this  manner; 
they  took  the  Statues  of  their  Gods  down 
from  their  Pedeftals,  they  laid  them  upon 
ft  ate!  y  Beds  made  for  that  purpofe  in  their 
Temples  with  Pillows  under  their  Heads, 
and  magnificently  entertain’d  them  on  pur¬ 
pofe  to  pacify  them.

The  Caufe  of  it  was  for  a  long  time  un¬ 
known,  till  a  Slave  declar’d  to  the  Senate, 
that  mod  part  of  the  R  mtm  Matrons  had

But  for  a  Remedy  of  this 
Calamity,  Herod  melted  down  all  the  Plate 
of  his  Palace  (his  Treaftre  being  exhaufted) 
even  the  moft  Valuable  of  it ;  and  making 
Money  of  it,  fent  it  into  Egypt  ro  buy  Corn, 
to  relieve  the  Neceilities  ot  his  People  and 
Neighbours  in  Syria,  wh  >  were  under  the 
fame  Diftrefs;  he  provided  alfo  Cloatbs  to 
them,  becaufe  the  Flocks  ot  Judaa  were  con- 
fum'd  by  the  great  Drougnt.

lence  enter'd  into,  it  carried  oifthe  whole  Family ;  and 
fcarcely  one  efcap’d  that  was  feized  therewith.  The 
Sicknefs  rag’d  in  this  manner  from  the  2  j^th  o fAugufi 
to  the  end  of  September ,  deftroy  ing  1000  Perfcns  a  Day. 
Never  was  a  f  lty  in  fuch  a  deplorable  Condition,  the 
dead  Bodies  being  caft  in  heaps  at  the  Gates  of  the 
Hofpitals  and  Streets  ;  and  every  Place  being  as  it  were 
a  vaft  Churchward ;  then  neither  Ground  nor  Buriers 
could  be  had  to  inter  them  ;  when  thofe  in  the  City 
were  cut  off,  they  had  at  feverai  times  about  yoo 
Slaves  from  on  board  of  the  Gallies,  to  perform  that 
irkfome  Office.  You  might  fee  thoufands  of  putrify’d 
Bodies  lie  in  every  Street  ^  Men,  Women,  Children, 
Dogs,  Cats,  and  other  Animals  corrupting  together, 
end  among  them  as  many  in  a  ianguifhing  miferable 
Condition,  juft  expiring*  But  what  could  be  more 
piercing  than  to  fee  many  wretched  Mothers  in  all  pla¬ 
ces  dying  by  their  dead  Infants,  and  divers  poor  Or¬ 
phans  hanging  upon  the  Breafts  of  their  deceafed  Mo¬ 
thers,  Nothing  could  be  heard  but  Tears ,  Sighs^Groans: 
Outcries ,  Defpair ,  Death  and  Mortality  in  every  corner: 
The  Living  in  a  very  deplorable  Condition,  and  thofe 
that  were  dead,  infe&ing  them  with  the  fame  Conta¬ 
gion  by  their  ftinking  Bodies,  crawling  with  Worms, 
and  rotting  above  Ground,  becaufe  there  were  none 
left  to  bury  them  in  that  hot  Seafon. 

Nov •  10.  17x0.  That  dreadful  Di {temper  had  vi- 
fited  Aix>  the  Capital  of  Provence ,  Toulon ,  Arles  y  and 
a  great  many  Places  about  Marfeilles*  Afterwards  it 
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spread  over  all  Provence  and  -Languedoc,  and  has  fwept  away 
moft  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Avignon ,  Gevaudan,  Mende ,  Nlar- 
vejol,  RouJJty  the  Abby  of  the  Chumhoy,  St.  Legery  St.  Gen  ah :9 
Cemuilla* ,  and  is  yet  making  Progrefs  towards  the  Sevennes> 
and  other  places  of  the  Kingdom.  Our  laft  Accounts  in¬ 
form  us,  that  about  Obi,  27.  1721.  70  Perfons  dy’d  in  a 
Day  at  Avignon ,  On  Nov,  3.  they  fay  that  1539  are  dead 
there  in  a  few  Months  paft,  1480  lay  fick  of  the  Contagi¬ 
on,  and  the  Hofpital  of  St, Roc h  is  burnt  with  1400  Perfons  in 
it.  At  Mende  1615  have  died  from  the  4th  of  Sept,  laft 
tothe8tth  of  Nov .  and  10  or  12  a  Day.  At  MarvejoJs, 
Mende,  Moulines,  Comat ,  Bejje,  St.  tiger  and  other  Towns, 
the  Infe&ion  has  broke  out  again, and  hardly  any  Body 
is  left  alive,  now  the  Contagion  threatens  the  Lower  lan • 
guedoc,  Gajcogney  Guienney  Lyomoisy  and  other  Provinces  of 
Prance,  But  how  far  it  may  proceed,  and  when  it  will 
abate,  be  only  knows,  who  is  infinite  in  Wifdom ,  Poweri 
and  Goodnefsy  the  Sole  Lord  of  Life  and  Death. 

From  this  Niflorical  Account  of  Plagues,  Peftziences,  and  Fa? 
fumes y  we  may  oblerve  what  a  dreadful  Deflroytr  of  Man¬ 
kind  thefe  have  been :  They  are  the  moft  dreadful  Sword  of 
an  angry  God,  which  he  never  draws  until  the  Sins  of  a  wic¬ 
ked  People  have  incens’d  him  ;  And  therefore  from  fuch 
Beflruflion  and  Mifery,  from  fuch  dreadful  Plague y  PeQiUnce , 
and  Famine y  Good  Lord  deliver  BR 1  Tl  AN, 


WE  humbly  befeecb  thee,  O  Father  of  all  Mercy  and 
God  of  all  Confolation,  to  look  down  from  Heaven 
with  an  Eye  of  Pity  and  Companion  upon  all  the  Sons  and 
Daughters  of  Affti&ion  ;  withdraw  that  Plague>and  grievous 
Sieknefs,  which  has  fo  miserably  wafted  our  Neighbours? 
Lord,  caft  them  not  away  in  Difpleafure,  but  in  Judgment 
remember  Mercy  towards  them.  Prevent,  O  Gracious  God, 
the  fpreading  of  the  like  Contagion  among  us ;  teach  us^by 
tbaty  and  all  t bo fe  dreadful  Plagues  which  thou  haft  infli&ed 
upon  farmer  Ages  for  their  Iniquities ,  to  fear  thy  Juitice  and 
to  love  thee  for  thy  Goodnefs  and  Forbearance  towards  us. 
May  they  ferve  to  awaken  us  out  of  our  Security,  and  to 
move  us  to  true  Repentance  and  Hplinefs  of  Life  5  defend 
us  as  the  Apple  of  thine  Eye;  prote&  us  from  the  noifome 
Peftilence,  and  all  other  Evils  which  we  moft  righteoufiy 
have  deferved,  and  keep  us  in  thy  perpetual  Peace  and 
Safety,  thro’Jefuj  Gtiriit  our  Lord,  Amen,

D Early  beloved  Brethren,  it  behoveth  us  to  Tremble 
at  thefe  Judgments  of  God  now  upon  us,  which  we 
*  ought  to  fear  even  at  a  Diftance.  Our  prefent  Anguifh 
*  fhould  be  a  means  of  our  Conversion;  and  this  Chaftife- 
«  ment  which  we  Suffer,  ought  to  foften  the  hardnefs  of 
*  our  Hearts;  For,  as  the  Prophet  teftifietb,  tfer.  4.  10. 
*  tbs  Sword  reachetk  into  tbs  Soul,  And  now,  behold  /  all 
*  the  People  are  fmitten  with  the  Weapon  ofceleftiai  Dif- 
*  pleafure,  and  every  one  of  ut>  cut  off  with  (udden  Deftru- 
€  Sion.  Death  not  only  prevents  Languishing,  but  even 
*  fas  you  fee)  fore-runs  lingring  Faintnefs.  Every  one  is 
*  fnatch’d  away  before  he  can  be  converted  to  the  Tears  of 
*  true  Repentance.  Confder  therefore  with  your  felves, 
*  how  that  Man  will  appear  before  the  Face  of  a  fevere 
*  Judge,  who  has  no  Time  to  bewail  what  he  has  done 
«  amifs.  The  Citizens  are  not  cufr  off  peice-Meal,  but 
*  they  fall  down  together  in  Heaps.  The  Houfes  are  left 
*  Empty ;  the  tender  Parents  behold  the  dead  Corps  of 
*  their  Children,  and  their  own  Heirs  go  before  them 
*  to  the  Grave.  Let  everyone  of  us  therefore  betake  o»r 
c  felves  to  true  Repentance,  while  we  have  Time  to  be- 
*  moan  our  felves  before  we  are  ftruck.  Let  us  call  to 
*  Mind  whatever  we  have  done  amifs,  and  affiift  our  felves 
*  with  Weeping  for  what  we  have  done  Wickedly.  Let

6  withConfidence  prefume  that  we  have  already  obtain'd  what

c  terrible  Sword  is  drawn  againit  us,  let  us  be  importunate  in 
€  Prayer  :  For  that  Importunity  which  is  ungrateful  to  Men
